Needs of Handicapped 
to be studied further 


The St, Albert Association 
for the Handicapped has 
responded to council's ex- 
pressed need for more infor- 
mation about the needs of 
the handicapped in St. 
Albert. The association, in a 
letter sent to council, had 
several suggestions to better 
the lot of the handicapped 
here. However, council 
found the letter was not 
sufficiently explicit, and ex- 
pressed a wish for further 
communication with the as- 
sociation. 

In its letter the association 
members said they saw a 
need for a part-time or 
full-time position in the 
Community Services Depart- 
ment in which one person 
would assess and document 
the needs of the handicapped 
and ‘‘ensure the develop- 
ment of programs and ser- 
vices to meet these.’ The 
group also said that the fact 
that the association lacked a 
centre from which to operate 
also hampered them. 

In regard to the specialized 
transportation needs of the 
handicapped, the group re- 
commended that a small van 
with a lift could be operated 
through an existing service, 


such as a taxi service. The’ 


association suggests that 
such a vehicle could also be 
used for senior citizens, 
They further recommend 
that their group be provided 
with office space for files and 
a telephone. This would 
facilitate the work of the 
group, and permit greater 
contact with members. A 
drop-in centre fer the handi- 


‘capped was also suggested. 


Aldermen were pleased at 
the quick tesponse by the 
association but said the letter 
was not what they had 
expected, A move to refer 
the matter to budget was 
withdrawn, after Ald. Ayotte 
commented that it was 
unclear what was being 
requested, Ald. Breadner 
pointed out that there was 
confusion as to the division of 
responsibilities between the 
municipality and the pro- 
vince. It was finally decided 
‘at the Director of Com- 

unity Services should meet 

ith Association members to 
determine the needs of the 
handicapped. 

A further response to the 
presentation made by the 
handicapped came from Ald. 
Liesbeth Bakker. In reaction 
to statements made at an 
earlier meeting regarding 


the inavailability of trans- 
portation and the inaccess- 
ibility of public buildings, 
Mrs. Bakker drafted a 
motion to establish city 
policy on these subjects. 
Mrs. Bakker’'s motion pro- 
posed that the city adopt as a 
policy objective that the 
physically and mentally han- 
dicapped be offered the same 
opportunity for mobility that 
is available to other citizens 
of the city, to assist in their 
pursuit of self-development 
and independence.’’ 
Although the motion was 


termed a **worthwhile policy 
objective’ by Ald. Thrond- 
son, Ald. Breadner felt it was 
“‘very open-ended.’’ He 
Suggested that it could be 
constructed wrongly, result- 
ing in people pointing to the 
policy and demanding that 
all its terms be fulfilled with 
no regard to the cost. 
However, Ald. Bakker lost 
patience with the querying of 
her motion and accused 
fellow aldermen Breadner 
and Shields of “nitpicking’’.

Researchers take 
new look at dinosaurs 


By Donald J. Frederick 
National Geographic 

Asked to describe a dino- 
saur, most people would 
come up with a vision of a 
huge, plodding, cold-blooded 
monster that died out mill- 
ions of years ago, leaving no 
descendants. 

Now it seems those lum- 
bering giants have been mis- 
represented all along. Many 
apparently were warm-bl- 
ooded, some were fleet of 
foot, others were no bigger 
than a large turkey, and a 
few left lineal descendants -- 
today’s birds. 

These are some of the 
conclusions reached by pale- 
ontologists in the last 10 
years and described by Dr. 
John H. Ostrom in the 
August National Geographic. 


LINKED TO BIRDS, 
MAMMALS 


“Several lines of evidence 
suggest that some dinosaurs 
might have been more like 
mammals or birds than like 
today’s reptiles,’’ reports Dr. 
Ostrom, curator of vertebrate 
paleontology at Yale Uni- 
versity’s Peabody Museum 
of Natural History. 

“Most dinosaurs walked 
with the legs held in near- 
vertical positions. This same 
erect posture is found today 
in mammals and birds -- all 
of which are endothermic 
and capable of prolonged 
activity. I have a strong 
suspicion that this erect 
posture may be related to 
high metabolic rates and 
therefore to endothermy.”’ 

Endothermy is the way 
warm-blooded birds and 
mammals can maintain a 
high and uniform body tem- 
perature even when the 
temperature around them 


Back to the Stone Age 


Inasmuch as Canada and 
the United States sleep to- 
gether (geographically speak- 
ing) it should come as no sur- 
prise to learn that the two 
national governments are not 
dissimilar, Certainly they 
share many of the same prob- 
lems — including communi- 
cations. 

Civil servants suffer from 
a horrible disadvantage when 
they must communicate with 
the rest of the world. The 
disadvantage arises because 
the civil servants do not 
speak English. Instead, they 
spew out a dialect, best des- 
cribed as ““bureaucratese”’, 
which is all but incomprehen- 
sible to the uninitiated. The 
basic distinction between the 
two languages lies in the 
number and length of the 
words; English uses roughly 
one-third as many phrases 
(all of them involving fewer 
letters) as bureaucratese to 
make the same point. 

Linguists recognize that 
complexity in language is a 
sign of primitiveness, That is, 
the most advanced languages 
are the least complex. On 
that basis, bureaucratese be- 
longs somewhere around the 
Stone Age. 

Bureaucratese, no matter 
how backward, does serve 
one very useful function: it 
obscures the fact that the 
user does not possess the 
faintest idea of what he is 
trying to say. Since bureau- 
crats often find themselves 
in the unenviable position of 
attempting to justify poli- 
cies, formulated by superiors, 
which they find utterly in- 
comprehensible, the value of 
bureaucratese is obvious, Un- 
fortunately, however, the dia- 
lect surfaces — undoubtedly 
through force of habit —even 
when the speaker does have 


a clear grasp of the subject. 
Consequently, the public al- 
most never has the faintest 
idea of what government 
means, 

The American Depart- 
ment of Energy recently ran 
head-on into a bureaucratese- 
created fiasco. Having mail- 
ed a civil service-designed 
questionnaire to the nation’s 
retail gasoline stations last 
spring, the Energy Depart- 
ment was aghast to find that 
fewer than 50% of the forms 
were completed and return- 
ed. Worse yet, the recipients 
of those forms were so an- 
noyed about the complexity 
and fuzzy wording that they 
barraged Washington with 
complaints. 

In the depths of their des- 
pair, the Energy officials 
were struck by genius. They 
decided to turn the job of re- 
writing the questionnaire 
over to a junior high school 
class. 

The students possessed a 
gift for recognizing the ob- 
vious, In place of a complex 
set of instructions for calcu- 
lating the average monthly 
gas price, the students in- 
structed the station managers 
to simply write down the 
price shown on the pump. 

The revised questionnaire 
went out this fall. The re- 
sponse has exceeded 80%. 
And everyone is happy. 

Now think of how pleased 
we all would be if our own 
government fired all the law- 
yers that currently draft our 
incomprehensible regulations 
and replaced them with high 
school students, Remember: 
complexity of expression is 
the mark of a primitive mind.

Like Deinonychus, the 
near-man-size carnivore, 
Velociraptor, or ‘‘swift rob- 
ber,’’ had a large sicklelike 
talon on each hind foot to do 
its prey. The image of these 
two agile, pursuing, leaping 
predators running down an 
animal and slashing it to 
death is quite different from 
the sit-and-wait hunting str- 
ategy associated with most 
cold-blooded reptiles. 

Says Dr. Ostrom, ‘‘It 
seems more like that of the 
stalk-chase-and-attack tech- 
nique used by predatory 
birds adapted to running and 
by many mammalian car- 
nivores. It suggests that, like 
these modern hunters, at 
least some of the predatory 
dinosaurs might have been 
warm-blooded and have had 
metabolic rates.

Bookworms not always 
as boring as their image

Bookworms, it turns out, 

are not necessarily intro- 
spective men and women 
dressed in tweeds, wearing 
thick glasses and doting on 
obscure volumes. 

Instead, they are more 
often the active members of 
the community, the people 
who also go in for physical 
fitness activities, listen to 
music, go to the theatre, 
travel, and watch television, 
the National Geographic 
Society reports. 

At least that's the story 
sketched by a recent study of 
reading habits. The survey 
was based on hour-long 
interviews with 1,450 people 
of varying economic back- 
grounds. 


WOMEN HIGH IN VOLUME 


Conducted by the research 


firm of Yankelovich, Skelly, 
and White for the Book 
Industry Study Group, the 
survey also shows that 
women are the nation's most 
dedicated bookworms. The 
most avid reader of allis a 
woman with a total house- 
hold income of $20,000 to 
$30,000. 

This doesn't mean men 
don’t get lost in books. More 
than half of those 16 or older 
read one or more books in the 
six months surveyed, the 
study found, and one out of 
four of these devoured 10 or 
more books, 

Why do they read? Plea- 
sure, sheer pleasure. ‘‘A lot 
of reading is done these days 
for career advancement, but 
many of these heavy readers 
have been hooked on books 
from an early ageland read 
for enjoyment,"’ said Arthur 
H. White, whose firm con- 
ducted the study.

Credit Cards are not Always the Answer 


Hardly a day passes for many Canadians that they don’t 
reach into their wallet or purse and pull out their handy 
credit card to make a purchase of some sort. Credit cards 
are an accepted way of life. 

Two of the major credit card companies in Canada have 
well over eight million cardholders. Over 2% million 
Canadians use an Eaton's charge card. 

Why are these cards so popular? Well, certainly they're 
convenient: you needn't walk around with enough cash in 
your pockets to fill a small Brinks truck. A credit card 
enables you to make unexpected purchases without 
having to run back to your bank, trust company or credit 
union for the necessary funds. Charge cards also allow you 
to buy something without having to wait till you have 
saved up the total amount of money needed. In other 
words, a credit card can save you time and aggravation. 

Naturally, credit cards do not exist solely for the con- 
sumer’s convenience. Someone has to be making money 
somewhere along the line. 

In point of fact, credit cards have become big business. 
Last year, the three largest credit card companies spent in 
excess of $5 million each promoting their product in the 
print and broadcast media. The total volume of sales for 
the largest credit card company topped $3 billion. 

Even more overwhelming than this is the fact that con- 
sumer credit in Canada at the end of March of this year 
measured $31.75 billion. This included debts owed to 
retailers, trust companies, banks, finance companies, and 
major credit card companies. 

The wide variety of credit cards available can be divided 
into two categories—specific- and general-use credit 
cards. 

Specific-use cards are offered by department stores, 
airlines, etc. and can only be used to purchase goods or 
services that are sold by the issuing company. 

General-use cards have much broader purchasing 
power. Whether it’s cars, television sets, or restaurant 
meals, you can buy it with your all-purpose credit card. The 
general-use credit cards are offered by a number of finan- 
cial institutions and some charge a fee before issuing 4 
card. 

Back to our original question. How do credit cards make 
money? By charging interest on debt balances at a typical 
rate of 1%% per month or 18% per year, issuing com- 
panies realize a substantial profit. Interest is calculated on 
the average daily balance. If full payment is made within 


25 days of the statement being mailed, a cardholder has 


nothing to worry about. No interest will be charged. It’s 


only when the customer fails to meet payments that in- 
terest is charged. 

If this doesn’t seem too startling, consider that the aver- 
age Canadian citizen is in debt through credit cards to the 
tune of $1,135. 

Obviously, credit cards can easily lead an individual to 
overextend himself financially. And when his debt in- 
creases at an annual interest rate of 18%, he may find him- 
self strapped for funds. However, there is a way around 
this predicament which is not always considered. This is 
the personal loan. 

A personal loan is especially helpful when you're plan- 
ning a major credit expenditure which you will not be able 
to pay off within the 25 day limit. It can be arranged for as 
little as 12% % interest providing you shop around for the 
best bargain. This figure compares favourably to the an- 
nual 18% interest charged by credit card companies. 

What does this mean in real terms? Let's say the amount 
borrowed on your credit card is $5,000. A monthly 
payment at 18% annual interest would be $180.76. Over a 
period of three years the total would come to $6,507.36, of 
which $1,507.36 would be interest costs. Your credit card 
may be convenient, but it is not cheap. 

On the other hand, if you had arranged for a personal 
loan you would have saved a lot of money. Monthly 
payments on a personal loan of $5,000 at 12% % interest 
would be $166.55. The total amount you would pay over a 
three year period is $5,999.76, or $999.76 more than you 
borrowed. This saves you $507.60 over and above what it 
would've cost you on your credit card—a substantial sum. 

As well, it's possible to get a 12% % personal loan with 
up to five years to repay. 

A personal loan has the added benefit that it eliminates 
one of the most fatal aspects of credit cards, impulse 
buying. 

So, next time you pull your little plastic card out to make 
a major purchase stop and remind yourself—maybe | can 
save some of my hard-earned money with a personal loan 
instead.

Next most pop- 
ular were action/adventure 
fiction, followed by historical 
novels, mysteries/detective 
Stories, short stories, and 
cookbooks/home economics 
books. 

Language books were the 
least popular category over- 
all, andin the fiction field, 
the once powerful ‘‘western” 
has ridden into the sunset, 
for the moment at least.

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There are two things you 
can do about winter: go south 
or use it wisely. While the 
former may be more fun, the 
latter is more practical. A 
wise winter means knowing 
all about the cold killer 
hypothermia - and how to 
fight it. 

Hypothermia means the 
lowering of the temperature 
of the internal body organs 
Symptoms are lowered blood 
pressure, slow and usually 
irregular pulse, shivering or 
muscle rigidity, and altered 
levels of consciousness. The 
end result is often death. 

Hypothermia can happen 
when somebody falls into 
cold water, and it can happen 
when anyone is out in the 
cold too long with too little 
body protection, 

By hypothermia is not 
hopeless. If you think some- 
one is suffering from hypo- 
thermia, there are things you 
can do, First aid treatment 
for the hypothermia victim 
consists of preventing fur- 
ther heat loss and adding 
heat to rewarm the victim's 
“ody. 


How to combat the cold killer 


Because a hypothermia 
victim has lost the ability to 
generate body heat, merely 
placing him in warm, dry 
coverings is not enough. He 
requires external heat to 
maintain the warmth level 
Ideally the victim should be 
rewarmed under competent 
medical Emer 
gency methods of treatment 
include: 

get the victim to shelter; 

-replace wet clothing with 
dry; 

-place as much insulation 
as possible between the vic- 
tim and any cold surface; 

-increase the internal tem- 
perature by the best avail- 
able method. For a layman, 
the best way is to add 
external heat on top of the 
victim's underwear, covering 
the chest and abdomen. 

Do not place it on his bare 
skin as this may burn him. 
Cover the body well to 
prevent any further loss of 
heat. A second method you 
could use is to put the victim 
in a sleeping bag or blankets 
and transfer your own body 
heat to him by direct body 


supervision,

contact. Remove the outer 
clothing to facilitate as much 
heat transfer as possible. 

A conscious victim can be 
given warm, sweet fluids 
Carbohydrates are quickly 
transformed into heat and 
energy. Do not give alcohol 
In exhausted states it can 
block the release of glucose 


from the liver 

If the victim is unconscious 
do not give food or drink and 
make sure that an open 
airway is maintained 

Watch the victim carefully 
for any signs of sudden 
collapse which may occur at 
any stage of recovery. This is 


especially necessary in sey 


ere cases. All instances of 
prolonged exposure to cold 
should be treated as serious 
and in urgent need of 
medical supervision. At tim- 
es hypothermia victims may 
be mistaken for dead. If this 
happens, vital treatment may 
not be given. You must not 
presume that the person ts 


dead even if you cannot find 
a pulse, respiration or he; 
beat. All severely affe 
cases should be placed ir 
recovery position (fetal | 
tion with the face dowr 
taken by stretcher to m«

Family pets need winter protection 


A typical Canadian winter 
is hard enough on people, 
but it can be even harder on 
family pets. While cats and 
dogs seem to live closer to 
nature, in reality people are 
far better adapted to the 
rigors of winter, with layers 
of warm clothing and in- 
sulated homes. 

For most of these pets, 
bitter cold, ice and snow are 
a far cry from a natural 
environment, and they need 
some help from concerned 
owners to get through the 
season in good health, 

First, a wholesome, bal- 
anced diet is very important 
all year round, but in winter 
you should also consider how 
much food your pet needs. A 
cat or dog that spends most 
of its time outdoors will burn 
up more calories just keeping 


warm and it has a legitimate 
need for more food. 

By the same token, an 
indoor pet that goes out only 
for occasional walks will 
probably be less active in the 
winter months and may have 
atendency to gain weight. 
Either way, watch how much 
your pet eats. 

Another winter health 
problem is road salt. Dr. 
Michael Fox, a noted vet- 
erinarian and animal psy- 
chologist, says ‘“‘salt put 
down on icy roads can burn 
your dog's paws and under- 
belly. A regular rinse after 
going outdoors will help 
over-come this problem,” 

In addition, road salt may 
contain special melting ag- 
ents which are poisonous, so 
care must be taken with both 
dogs and cats to see that they 


do not lick it off themselves. 

Another important subject 
mentioned by the experts is 
shelter, Even outdoor pets, 
allowed to grow accustomed 
tothe cold gradually, need 
some protection from the 
worst of a winter's blast, and 
indoor pets need special care 
when they do go out in the 
cold. 

While cats usually come 
and go from the house on 
their own, many dogs live 
outdoors and have to be 
provided with adequate sh- 
clter. Most important is a 
well-placed dog house which 
will allow your pet to escape 
direct wind, and adequate 
insulation which will allow 
the dog to use his own body 
heat to keep warm, Straw is 
an ideal bedding material for 
your dog house.

the Educational Opportun- 
ities Fund program which 
funds school board projects 
improving elementary stud- 
ents’ basic skills. And 
minutes before ASTA Pre- 
sident Scott Saville (Cal- 
gary), First Vice-President 
Catherine Ford (Edmonton), 
Second Vice-President Linda 
Steinmann (Ponoka), Past 
President ‘Ray Clark (Bur- 
dett), and ASTA Executive 
Director Stan Maertz met 
with the government, they 
learned Mr. Koziak had filled 
vacancies on the Curriculum 
Policies Board. Earlier ASTA 
had publicly critized the 
government's tardiness in 
haming members to the 
Board whigh is charged with 
formulating and recommen- 
ding to the Minister of 
Education policies relating to 
the school curriculum, 

rhe government expres- 
sed interest in an ASTA 
preliminary proposal to split 
the Alberta Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation into a professional 
association and a bargaining 
unit. Membership in the 
professional segment would 
be compulsory and self- 
governing. Union member- 
ship would be voluntary. 

**We think a split would 
strengthen the teaching pro- 
fession and improve educa- 
tion in Alberta,’’ explained 
Mr. Saville. 

There are some differen- 
ces of opinion about the need 
for more specific legislation 
regarding the provision of 
educational and related ser- 
vices for handicapped chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Saville indicated that 
school boards were willing to 
accept the challenge of 
providing special education, 
but it would be costly and 
will require increased special 
funding. 

The government introduc- 
ed wage and salary guide- 
lines and taxation as dis- 
cussion topics. They wanted 
ASTA's reaction to a pro- 
posal that school boards

taxpayers, a proposal which 
the Alberta Association of

ment acknowledged ASTAs 
provisional acceptance of 
restricted wage and salary 
guidelines and offered to 
meet with trustees in the fall 
of 1979 to discuss measures 
for subsequent years, 

With regard to examina- 
tions, another government 
agenda item, the Association

At the outset I'll have to 
say that Vanities is not high 
on my list of favorite plays. 
Jack Heifner's group portrait 
of three girls from adol- 
escence to adulthood has a 
contemptuous tone under- 
lying it, which suggests that 
he is not overly enamoured of 
his characters, This sets the 
emotional tone for the 
audience -- if the playwright 
doesn’t care for his crea- 
tions, why should the aud- 
ience? The people in Vanities 
are more caricatures than 
characters. We are presen- 
ted with a Future Wife and 
Mother of America; the class 
Girl Scout; and the inevitable 
‘teasy chick."' I've seldom 
met anyone who was strictly 
one or another of these 
types. Most of us are 
hybrids, and infinitely more 
complex. f 
There are a few interesting 
angles to the play, however. 
The actresses come on stage 
prior to the play's beginning, 
to don their makeup, wigs 
and costumes in front of 
three dressing tables. During 
this transitional period, the 
audience has an unique 
opportunity to watch as the 
actresses slip into character. 
(The men in the audience 
perked up from their after 
dinner dozes at the un- 
expected bonus of seeing 
three attractive scantily clad 
girls go through the seldom 
observed feminine ritual at 
the altar of the vanity.) 
The cast of Vanities was at 
a decided disadvantage, with 
the play's opening night 
falling in the midst of the 
Christmas holiday confusion. 
The actresses arrived in town 
Tuesday and opened Friday 
night. This lack of rehearsal 
time was evident in places, 
where a lack of rapport 
surfaced. 
In the role of the promis- 
cuous Mary, Dawn Welles 
was generally competent, 
but occasionally looked un- 
comfortable. However, this 
is understandable as the 
playwright poses several 
situations for Mary that are 
quite unbelievable. It is hard 
to accept the spectacle of a 28 
year old woman indulging in 
a tirade against her parents 
that would be more suited to 
an adolescent displeased 
with a curfew. It’s also hard 
to accept that Mary, a New 
York member of the jet- 
setting beautiful people, 
would be terribly intrigued 
by a commuting lawyer from 
Darien, who is also married 
to her best friend. Welles is 
bawdy and breezy at her 
best, but occasionally looks 
as if she can't get a handle on 
the part. Her difficulty is 
understandable, 
In the role of the sacc- 
harine, cutesy-poo Joanne, 
Bennye Gatteys is obviously 
very much at home in the 
part, having played it in 


several other productions, 
She has the vapid, pathetic 
Joanne down pat, right down 
to the last simper. It wasa 
deft performance, but unfor- 
tunately, such an accurate 
interpretation of the play- 
wright’s concept only serves 
to strengthen the audience's 
contempt for the character. 
Even her genuine suffering 
at the play's end provokes 
little sympathy. It's hard to 
feel sorry for a cartoon 
woman. 

Kathy, played by Barbara 
Kyle, is perhaps the most 
real character of the plastic 
trio. She represents a well- 
remembered type from sch- 
ool days -- the athletic, 
fledgling leader, However, 
this talent for independent 
action mysteriously evapor- 
ates by the third act. We are 
then expected to believe that 
this feisty girl has chosen to 
abandon her teaching career 
to become a rich man’s toy, 
dubiously motivated in this 
decision by the fact that she 
didn’t like her students! This 
just doesn't wash of course, 
and Ms. Kyle seemed to find 
this difficult to swallow as 
well, She was fine as the 
competent cheerleader cap- 
tain and sorority social sec- 
retary, but seemed ill at ease 
with Kathy as Fallen Wom- 
an. No wonder -- it’s an 
implausible development. 

The costuming in the play, 
by set designer Lee Living- 
stone, was a bright spot. 
Each garment spoke volumes 
about the wearer. Dawn 
Welles vamp outfit was a 
riot, right down to the scarlet 
hue and campy fringes. 

Vanities is an interesting 
play to see - once - if only for 
a lesson in the dos and don'ts 
of characterization. The ac- 
tresses showed a kind of 
inverted integrity in their 
occasional inability to adapt 
to the more far-fetched as- 
pects of these unreal charac- 
ters.

Cooked turkey meat can be 
frozen and used later in 
sandwiches, casseroles, sou- 
ffles, crepes and salads. 
The Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Home Econo- 
mists suggest that to freeze 
cooked TURKEY MEAT ... 
Cooked cut-up turkey is at 
its best for two days. For 
longer storage, cooked turk- 
ey can be frozen. 
-remove meat from bone 
-cut into slices 
-pack into freezer con- 
tainers or wrap tightly in 
freezer wrap and cover with 
broth or gravy if desired. 
-seal, label, freeze 
-storage life: with broth - 
two to three months; without 
broth - one month 
-thaw cooked meat slowly 
in the refrigerator to prevent 
loss of moisture and growth 
of bacteria 
To eliminate ‘‘left over’ 
frozen taste, frozen cooked 
turkey slices can be com- 
pletely wrapped in fresh 
lettuce or cabbage leaves, 
put in a covered baking dish 
and heated in a 350°F oven 
until serving temperature is 
reached. Use thawed cooked 
turkey within two days, and 
keep well refrigerated. 
Cooked stuffing may be 
frozen three to-four weeks. 
Heat without thawing, or 
thaw in the refrigerator and 
use at once.

Cook broccoli until just 
tender in boiling salted 
water.

It is not 
more apt to happen among 
rural, or urban or suburban 
families, or in any particular 
ethnic or religious group." 

Ironically, she said, both 
Canada and the U.S. created 
societies for the protection of 
animals before they created 
similar protection for their 
children, 

‘*The Canadian Home and 
School and Parent-Teacher 
Federation recognizes that 
more public awareness is 
needed for a problem that 
has only come to public 
attention in recent years. 
And we cannot think of a 
more fitting time to do that 
than 1979, which has been 
declared the International 
Year of the Child by the 
United Nations.”’

| _Cattlemen reject proposed 


_ stabilization level 


Tom Thurber, chairman of 
the Alberta Cattle Commis- 
sion stated that the repre- 
sentatives at the Cattle 
Commission's 4th annual 
meeting strongly rejected the 
stabilization proposal that is 
being put forth by the 
Federal Government. 

The Federal Government 
is preparing to offer a 
voluntary program which will 
provide 100 percent of the 
previous five years’ average 
returns above the cash costs 
of production, with the 
government putting $2 in the 
fund for each $1 contributed 
by producers. 

Thurber went on to say 


that the proposed program is 
approaching the guaranteed 
income level, a complete 
deviation from the ‘‘Stop- 
Lass’’ approach that has 
been discussed in past 
years. 

He said that a generous 
program as has been pro- 
posed would require eligi- 
bility limits which would 
restrict participation of full 
time cattle producers. A 
serious problem with the 
proposed program, contin- 
ued Thurber, will be the 
supply response that such a 
high guarantee will create. 
The proposed program will 
provide enough incentive to

Emergency services good, 
sh. ild get better 


In comparison to other 
areas of the province, the 
MD of Sturgeon can be 
considered in a good position 
as far as emergency services 
are concerned. Hor 
good isn't good enou,. «1d 
steps are being taken to 
improve the service. 

Bob Fearnehough, Disas- 
ter Services Director from 
Bon Accord, has initiated a 
co-ordination of Sturgeon’s 
emergency services. His 
proposal came to light at a 
meeting held last Thursday, 
which brought together peo- 
ple involved with emergency 
services from all areas of 
Sturgeon, 

Lack of funds is the major 
impediment of improvement 
of the services. Discussion 
ensued regarding provincial 
fund allocation and the 
general feeling of the group 
was that the provincial 
government could do more 
financially. Walter Van de 
Walle suggested that similar 
government policies in nei- 
ghbouring provinces should 
be studied before going to 
the Alberta offic +Is. 

Mr. Fearnehc igh asked 
the representatives of the 
MD whatt.. MD could do 
financially for .-e program. 
Mr. Van de Wall. commen- 
ted that budget tine was 
approaching and the group's 
concerns would be looked at. 
Councillor Clayton Crozier 
told the group that the MD 
might also aid emergency 
services through use of the 
MD's radio tower facilities, 
which are expected to be in 
operation within the next 
week. 

The radio tower would be a 
big plus for emergency 
service groups. It is evident 
that they are all plagued with 
communication problems. 
These problems lead to 
wasted trips, inefficient ser- 
vice and eventually loss of 
money. It is clear from the 
meeting that centralization of 
communications is most im- 
portant, This centralization 
would include one emer- 
gency phone number which 
would alert only the service 
group concerned. The sys- 
tem would also allow for 
communication between in- 
dividuals within one group 
and communication among 
all the groups in the MD.

outlined briefly some ideas 
regarding a communication 
network which the MD might 
be interested in. It would be 
en expansion of the set up 
, Sently being installed in 
Si Albert. 

\ representative from Pye 
Electronics presented the 
group with some ideas on a 
radio set up. It was estimated 
that the system would cost in 
the neighbourhood = of 
$48,000, which brought the 
meeting back to the question 
of funding. However, it was 
felt that a better communi- 
cations syst« 1 would cut 
down some of the expenses 
and of course diminish the 
time delay. 

The meeting was only one 
of many according to Bob 
Fearnehough, who sugges- 
ted another meeting would 
take place in February, after 
the people at the meeting 
had discussed it with other 
members of their groups. It 


will be a tough job to co-or- 
dinate the emergency ser- 
vices in the MD of Sturgeon, 
but the results will be over- 
whelmingly positive.

Pool speaks out 
for barley producers 


A serious situation is 
developing throughout west- 
ern and northern Alberta, 
the result of unsatisfactory 
barley markets. The present 
barley quota has provided an 
income of about $4.50 per 
acre - a very small return on 
out of pocket expenses of not 
less than $45 per acre. 

In those parts of Alberta 
where barley is the major 
crop, farmers find themsel- 
ves dependent on the feed 
grain market and even it can 
not serve a number of 
producers. At many points 
elevators already contain 
nearly 20 percent of capacity 
off-Board barley, the maxi- 
mum permitted by regula- 
tions. The Board quota is 
only three bushels per acre. 

The only recourse for 
many producers is the Wheat 
Board advance, maximum 
$15,000. Even this source of 
funds is not available to 
renters unless their landlord 
will also sign the application. 
A number of landowners 
have declined to do so, Yet 
another limitation imposed 
by disappointing barley sales 
occurs where a Wheat Board 


advance, issued in 1977-78, 
could not be entirely repaid 
due to elevator congestion 
and low quotas. In such cases 
the outstanding balance is 
deducted from the 1978-79 
advance at time of issue. 

Promising barley markets 
last year failed to materialize 
when transport facilities 
were unable to cope and 
several confirmed export 
sales were cancelled. Defer- 
rment of 1978-79 barley. 
shipments to export markets 
have both delayed a quota 
increase and damaged Al- 
berta’s barley growers fur- 
ther, 

Alberta Wheat Pool em- 
phasizes that the problem is 
mainly in Alberta. It is not 
the result of low world 
demand for feed grains, but 
rather a failure of the 
Canadian system. Allan 
Macpherson, Alberta Pool 
president, described it as 
much more serious and acute 
than generally realized, Bar- 
ley producers need cash and 
the low quota is forcing 
barley stocks through the 
open market to the disad- 
vantage of growers. 


Shorter elevator hours 


anger UGG farmers 


‘*Let's defy the bill,’’ 
That's what Roman Bizon of 
Boyle, Alberta, told the 292 
delegates to the 72nd annual 
convention of United Grain 
Growers about proposed 
Federal legislation which 
would limit elevator mana- 
gers to a 40-hour week and 
eight hours overtime. 

The controversial Bill C-8 
would have been enforced 
last August but was delayed 
through opposition by both 
farm organizations and grain 
companies, 1 

Two resolutions on the bill 
were passed unanimously by 
the U.G.G. convention; One, 


from Biggar, Saskatchewan 
and one from Warner, Al- 
berta. 

The Biggar resolution said 
“UGG should be totally 
opposed and pressure the 
government to defeat the 
proposed restriction on hours 
of work by elevator managers 
as set forth in Bill 28. 

The Warner resolution 
stated ‘‘Our company’s ele- 
vator managers are respon- 
sible for managing elevators, 
but do not qualify under the 
present labour code defini- 
tion of a manager. UGG 
should take whatever steps

Money blowing 
in the wind 


From Farm Light & Power 

There's money (and weed 
seeds) blowing in the wind 
behind loaded grain trucks 
without tarps. 

A Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture news release 
tells the story of an ex-RCMP 
officer, now an area weed 
supervisor, who provided 
one farmer with conclusive 
evidence of the losses that 
can be incurred when haul- 
ing a load of grain without a 
tarp covering. 

While driving, the weed 
supervisor came up behind a 
farmer hauling a load of 
grain. The box of the 
three-ton truck was ‘‘right 
full’’ in the middle, and the 
grain was flying out of it. It 
was a windy day, and the 
truck was headed into the 
wind at about 40 miles per 
hour.

The weed supervisor de- 
cided to collect some evi- 
dence, He took an empty 
gallon pail he had in his 
truck, drove up to within 20 
feet of the grain truck and 
held the pail out the side 
window.

He showed the evidence to 
the farmer and explained 
what had been happening for 
the last few minutes. Before 
leaving town the farmer 
treated himself to a truck 
tarp.

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An important message from 
the Redwater Recreation Board 


The Major Cultural/Ree- 
reation Facilities Develop- 
ment program was intro- 
duced by the Provincial 
Government in 1975. The 
objective of the program is to 
provide financial assistance 
to municipalities and through 
municipalities to organiza- 
tions, agencies and sociefies 
for the development of major 
public cultural/recreation 
facilities. 

Grants of $100/capita per 
10 year period are available. 
The $100 per capita assis- 
tance will be based on.the 
maximum population of 
municipalities during the 10 
year program. A maximum 
of 75% can be spent on 
recreation facilities and a 
minimum of 25% on cultural 
activities. Not more than half 
of the total funds available 
under this program may be 
used for retirement of debt of 
previously built recreation 
facilities. 

As a requirement of the 
program a community must 
prepare a Community Rec- 
reation Master Plan that is 
accepted by the Department 
of Recreation, Parks and 
Wildlife. In 1976 a Master 
Plan was developed for the 
Town of Redwater by the 
local Recreation Board. In 
late 1976 and early 1977 a 
grant of $75,000 to be used 
for debt retirement on the 
Multiplex was discussed by 
the Town Council and the 
Agricultural Society. The 
grant was not applied for 
because the master plan did 
not meet Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife criteria. The 
master plan has not been 
upgraded since that time. 

In September of this year 
the Town of Redwater joined 
the Sturgeon Regional Rec- 
reation Council. This group 
includes the M.D. of Stur- 
geon, Sturgeon School Divi- 
sion, Legal School District, 
Thibault School District, the 
Towns of Gibbons and Mor- 
inville and the Villages of 
Legal and Bon Accord. 
Redwater has been made 
Recreation Area #8 of Sturg- 
eon Regional Recreation 
which also includes the rural 
areas surrounding the town. 
Recreation Area #8 is eligible 
for $295,000 under the 
M.C.R., program based on 
the projected population of 
the area to 1984. The 
S.R.R.C., has an approved 
master plan which will be 
updated in 1979 to include 
Redwater, therefore Red-

water is eligible to apply for 
grants under the M.C.R., 
program. For an application 
to be accepted and approved 
it must follow the prescribed 
lines of approval: 

1. Approval from the 
Redwater Recreation Board. 

2. Town of Redwater app-

3, Sturgeon Regional Re- 
creation approval 

4. Provincial approval. 

The Redwater and District 
Agricultural Society has re- 
cently approached the Rec- 
reation Board to apply for 
some of these funds for the 
Redwater Multiplex. At the 
December 4, 1978 meeting of 
the Recreation Board a 
motion was passed to apply 


for a $100,000 grant from the 
Major Cultural/Recreation 
Facility Development Pro- 
gram to go toward debt 
retirement on the Redwater 
Multiplex. The Redwater 
Recreation Board feels that 
this should be the #1 priority 
on the Recreation Facility 
Development section of our 
master plan. This is our 
number one major facility to 
serve the town and area and 
we should all do our best to 
keep it operating. If any 
residents of the town or area 
have any concerns or ques- 
tions about the above please 
attend the next Recreation
